SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Car Wash Angels is a video recording containing explicit depictions of sexual activity. 
One of the sequences involves two men and a woman engaged in violent sexual 
activity. Although the woman is participating willingly the scene employs the imagery of 
sexual violence, and the inclusion of this scene in Car Wash Angels amounts to the 
publication promoting and supporting the use of violence to compel a person to submit 
to sexual activity. The video recording also degrades and demeans the female 
participants. The women are presented as sexual objects and divested of other 
characteristics which might differentiate them from each other. All the women are 
presented as inferior, immature and superficial. This representation of women is 
sustained throughout the feature. Consideration has been made of si4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 and whether excisions would affect the classification. 
However, the degrading atmosphere is present throughout the feature and excisions 
are inappropriate. Therefore, Car Wash Angels is classified as Objectionable. 
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
